and Secretary Cora E. Gillis, James- 
town, N. Y. 


Both Penland and Miss Gillis in- 


sist the veterans are too old to be 
traveling around the country on 
convention trips. 


None of the six old men hears 


well, and they have to lean heavily 
on their gray-haired secretary if 


they want to know what's going on 
in their meetings. That includes 
Penland himself, though 'he's the 
youngster of this encampment—he's 
only 100 years old. 


About the only other veteran who 


came here agreeing with that deci- 
sion was 102-year-old Albert Wool- 
son, Duluth, Minn., chief of staff. 


Even so, none of them seemed to 


get more fun out of the encamp- 
ment than Woolson, not even old 
Charley Chappel, who started talk- 
ing about more encampments be- 
fore he left Long Beach, Calif.

"Economic Squeeze" 


Growers point out that they are 


in a severe economic "squeeze." Un- 
like other farmers who simply can 
devote their fields to some other 
crop if the price drops on one, fruit 
growers cannot change, but must 
continue with their orchards. A de- 
cade is needed before a tree begins 
to bear at full production, and dur- 
ing all of its life the tree must be 
sprayed and cared for if it is to 
produce good fruit and good quanti- 
ties of fruit. 


Spray materials have become in- 


creasingly expensive. One popular 
spray in the county this past year 
cost the growers $125 a pound, thus 
boosting the cost of production. In 
addition labor has remained high 
in cost and large quantities of labor 
are needed to prune trees, spray, 
and harvest the crops, the growers 
pointed out.

Preparing Plant In County

Musselman company said it was 
I getting $185 a bushel today, and 
I shipping peaches from its orchards 
to points all over me United States. 
I Tile market was slightly stronger 
; John Hauser, president of the com- 
puny, said The price has been SI 75 
I a bushel. 
A few peaches from the Mussel­ 
man orchards have been sold as 
low as 50 cents a bushel, but these 
were m e soft peaches which could 
not be packed, and had to be dis­ 
posed of immediately Before adver­ 
tising these peaches at 50 cents a 
bushel at the orchards, the Mussel­ 
man company had been hauling 
them to a dump. Mr. Hauser said 
the number of soft peaches was 
small, between 60 and 80 bushels 
a day. 
With 
production 
costs 
ranging 
from $1 a bushel upward on the 
tree, the county growers will lose 
in excess of $100,000 on the crop, it 
was said. 
Sold Less Than Cost 
Many thousands of the peaches 
have been sold for $1.75 to $2 a 
bushel and growers cite their ledgers 
as showing the cost of producing a 
bushel of peaches, having It picked 
and packed at about $2 a bushel. 
The situation has a number of 
causes, growers point out. Weather 
conditions which brought all of the 
eastern U. S. peaches on the m arket 
at the same time was a principal 
factor in causing the loss. Southern 
peaches which normally are on the 
market long before the Adams coun­ 
ty crop were delayed by cool weather 
while tile county crop, usually at 
;u peak uver Labor Day. w^s moved, 
ahead about one week to IO days by 
warm weather here. 
With a glut of about 4.000.000 ex­ 
cess bushels on the m arket the local 
men are finding it difficult to even 
break even in selling their crop 
Another factor was psychological, 
growers explained 
with customers 
waiting for expected lower prices. A 
third reason was an apparent lack of 
demand for peaches for home can­ 
ning. 
W ith the largest, most uniform, 
best tasting peaches in years pro­ 
duced by county orchards, growers 
were doubly disappointed by the 
market. 
“Economic Squeeze” 
Growers point out that they are 
in a severe economic ‘‘squeeze.” Un­ 
like other farmers who simply can 
devote their fields to some other 
crop if the price drops on one, fruit 
growers cannot change, but must 
continue with their orchards.

Washington, Aug. 31 (A*)—Secretary of State Acheson today de­ 
nounced Russia’s holding of two American students in Eastern Ger­ 
many as outrageous, illegal and improper. 
Acheson told a news conference the Americans wandered into the 
Russian zone illegally but said they were doing no harm and should 
be released promptly. 
The students he referred to are Peter Sellers, 18, of Radnor, Pa., 
and Warren Oelsner, 21, of Oyster Bay, N. Y. They have been missing 
since July 29. 
The secretary acknowledged that the youths did not have creden­ 
tials permitting them lo enter the Russian zone. But, he said, no 
jne accuses them of being spies. 
Acheson reminded that the United States does not engage in the 
practice of holding people who have committed no crimes.

CZECHS REPORT 
CRUSHING AN 
ANTI-RED PLOT 


Prague. Augr. 30 (JP)—The Czecho- 


slovak government announced today 
it had crushed an anti-Communist 
underground movement just as the 
group was preparing to begin an 
armed revolution. 


The official press bureau' linked 


the underground members with "a 
certain Western imperialistic power" 
but did not identify the Western 
power. * 


Details of the purported plot were 


announced after a secret trial at 
which six persons were condemned 
to death, 10 given life imprisonment 
and an unspecified numoer lesser 
prison terms. Ten of those tried 
were acquitted. 


Called Spies, Terrorists 


The announcement termed mem- 


bers of the group spies and terror- 
;sts and said they were tried on 
charges of high treason and spying 
on behalf of the Western power 
"with, which *they had been in 
contact." 


The government claimed its police 


had played a cat-and-mouse game 
with the alleged conspirators and 
Dratted until they were all set to 
begin the revolution before moving 
in to nab them.

was Josef Charvat, identified by 
friends as chief of security police 
here during the first republic.

TAX CASE FIX 


Washington, Aug. 31 (£>)—Maj 


Gen. Harry H. Vaughan told a Sen- 
ate committee today that the FBI 
once investigated a charge that he 
tried to "fix" an income tax case. 


Vaughan said he understood the 


FBI looked into his affairs at the 
"request of a member of the press.". 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover later 


informed him, Vaughan said, that he 
has been "accused of accepting a 
bribe for a promise to fix an income 
tax case." 


For the second straight day, 


Vaughan was in the witness chair 
of the Senate investigating sub- 
committee looking into the question 
of whether there has been improper 
influence in the letting of govern- 
ment contracts. 


Vaughan, the President's military 


aide, acknowledged yesterday that 
he had aided business friends in 
dealings with the government, but 
declared he never did anything im- 
proper or accepted any fee or gift 
for his services. 


Senator McCarthy (R-Wis.) raised 


the matter of FBI interest in Vaugh- 
an's activities immediately after the 
Presidential aide returned to the 
stand this morning. 


McCarthy asked if the FBI in- 


vestigation was not prompted by a 
charge that Vaughan had exerted 
"pressure and influence" with the 
Agriculture department on behalf of 
liquor companies. 


Vaughan said he never heard of 


that charge. 


McCarthy identified the liquor in- 


terests as "Schenley" and "Costello." 
He said that the distillers 
seeking to have their grain 
cation-Increased. 


Vaughan denied that he had ever 


sought to obtain more grain for 
either the Schenley or Costello in- 
terests. 


He did not name the "representa- 


tive of the press" he said caused him 
to be investigated, and he said he 
did not recall just when the investi- 
gation took place. 


But the big question still un- 


answered by top state officials today 
was where do built-up areas start 
and stop. 


"That's a question I have put to 


a dozen traffic experts and have yet 
to get an answer," commented one 
major official, who declined use of 
his name. "I just don't know and 
the law isn't clear." 


T. Elmer Transeau, director of the 


Bureau of Highway Safety on the 
other hand, suggested that the 
wisest thing for motorists to do is 
to stop when in doubt. 


"From a practical viewpoint, built 


up areas are inside the boundaries 
of towns or villages," he said. "There 
are also a number of suburban area: 
that are obviously built-up areas."

Harrisbur^ Aug. 31 {&) — Only a 


handful of the state's 2,536 school 
districts formally 
protested 
the 


state's market values of real estate 
in their districts before the deadline 
for objections today. 


The state Tax Equalization Board 


certified the market values to the 
Department of Public Instruction 
last June but gave school districts 
hree months in which to challenge 
ts findings. 


Chairman John N. O'Neil said that 
nly 49 school boards had objected 
nd that of these, 33 were from the 
ard coal region. 
He said the nature of the objec- 
ons would not be made public until 
earings are held by board members 
ometime in October. 
The market values were fixed by 
ie board as -a new basis for calcu- 
ating school grants from the state 
or the term opening this fall. Pre— 
riously county assessments were 
used but the board found that these 
aried greatly from district to dis- 
rict In relation to current market 
alues. 


Result The Same 


"We have been criticized for not 


naking adjustment for so called in- 
lationary effect on values," O'Neil 
aid. "It has been suggested that we 
use 1941 values as a base, but no one 
uses 1941 values to fix teacher 
salaries and other school costs." 


O'Neil also pointed out that re- 
ardless of what base had been used, 
whether market values or some arbi- 
xary scale, the end result would 
lave been the same as far as equali- 


ition is concerned. 
He added that the 1949 legislature 


already had anticipated the board's 
findings by increasing the maximum 
tate subsidy level to $3,350 a teach- 
ng unit to offset the fact that as- 
sessments generally are only a frac- 
ion of current market values.

today as it was during the war 
years, if not greater. We have today 
a 'teen-age army and navy. The best 
of our high school graduates are 
going into the armed forces as 
volunteers for a training period. 
They are giving up many of their 
privileges, and time, to serve their I 
country. And they are finding that j 
the attitude of the country has 
changed toward the man in uni- 
form. They find barriers erected to- 
ward him and as a result morale is 
dropping. 


"In addition there are the thous- 


ands of World War n veterans in 
hospitals who need the service of 
the USO. So far we have re-estab- 
lished 171 USO units iri cities lo- 
cated near armed force camps in 
the U.S. and aboard. By the end of 
this year we hope to have 242 oper- 
ating. In addition we hope to have 
enough camp shows operating to 
send entertainment to all hospitals 
where there are veterans or service 
men and to all camps both here 
and overseas. 


Says USO Needed 


"The TJSO is needed to give the 


men in service a 'home away from 
home,' and any veteran can tell you 
of the value of a USO near an 
armed force camp."

LITTLE NATIONS 
ARE RESISTING 


RED PRESSURE 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 


Fast-moving events are highlight- 


ing, the disclosure in Washington 
that Russia's grip on its Eastern 
European satellites is reliably report- 
ed to be badly shaken by the fight 
with Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia. 


Treading on each other's heels 


have come these significant develop- 
ments: 


(1) Czechoslovakia's Communist 


government ha» announced tl'ia.t it 
smashed a large armed revolt by 
conspirators who tried to capture 
Prague and establish an anti-Soviet 
regime. 


(2) Yugoslavia hasuapplied for- 


mally for a loan of $25,000.000 from 
the Export-Import Bank, an Amer- 
ican government agency. Tito needs 
quick cash with which to buy 
American machinery for his coun- 
try's copper, lead and zinc mines. 
Washington officials expect him to 
get the loan. He also has received 
permission to buy a three million 
dollar steel mill from an American 
concern. 


Attack Tito Again 


(3) Moscow has sent another hot 


note — its eighth — to Yugoslavia, 
charging that the Tito government 
is working "only on instructions of 
its Western masters." 


Of these developments by far the 


most important of course is the 
revolutionary plot in Czechoslovakia. 
This in itself would be enough to 
rock the foundations of the • Red 
Eastern European empire, and it is 
doubly dangerous since it is coupled 
with Tito's political revolt, disaffec- 
tion in other satellite states and 
the defiance of little Finland which 
Moscow is trying to force within 
the Soviet zone of domination.

In the final voting yesterday on a 


$14,800,000.000 defense money bill, 
economy advocates actually showed 
a good-sized majority Pushing an 
amendment which would have re- 
quired President Truman to cut 
government expenses five to 10 per 
cent, they summoned a total of *9 
votes against only 28 for the op- 
position. 


But that was' not enough. It fell 


three votes short of the two-thirds 
margin which Vice President Bark- 
ley, the Senate's presiding officer, 
had ruled necessary. 


That appeared to put the whole 


economy question over until the 
1950 
congressional campaigns, in 


which it is expected to be a major 
issue. 


The proposed rider would have 


required Mr. Truman to chop from 
two to four and a half billion dollars 
from the estimated $45,000.000.000 
he asked Congress to authorize for 
government spending this fiscal 
y»ar wh'fh «tar*pd July 1 


With the economy amendment 


out of the way the Senate quickly 
defeated an anti-oleomargarine rid- 
er sponsored by Senator Wiley (R- 
Wis) and a last minute send-it- 
back-to-committee economy move 
by Senator Douglas (D-I11.) 


Then it sent the huge defense ap- 


propriation bill back to the House 
for action on Senate changes slain - 
ing nearly $1,400,000.000 from tne 
House-approved total. 


House Is Defiant 


House leaders have served notice 


they will resist most of the Senate 
reductions, although the House is 
now on vacation and won't be able 
to consider the bill until September 
21. 


The biggest Senate cut v/as an 


$800,000,000 slice in air force funds 
The House allowed enough cash to 


expand the air arm to 58 combat 
groups but the Senate whittled this 
back to 48 groups as recommended 
by the President. 


The Senate also directed Secre- 


tary of Defense Johnson to cut $434,- 
000,000 from the totals asked for 
the arms, navy and air force.

Two Observations 


Two general observations of the

And the second Is that the great 


need of most people is encourage- 
ment, to step across petty conven- 
tions and worn out traditions and 
use their talents. There is a tre- 
mendous waste of talent, he ob- 
served, principally because people 
are afraid of what other people, 
.might think. 


Labor Day is dedicated to the skill, the 
industry and the accomplishments of 
American labor.

room. Tile basement stairs descend 
from the rear hall. Floors in the ( 
hall, kitchen and lavatory, are sur- j 
faced with linoleum. 
The plans call for a full basement, 
heating plant and laundry being lo- 
cated in the space under the kitchen 
and back hall, leaving the rest of 
the basement free for recreational 
uses. 
On the second floor, a small cross 
hall at the top of the stalls has 
doors opening on the bathroom and 
two bedrooms. Both the latter ore 
well planned. Full advantage has 
been taken of under-eaves space, by i 
utilizing it for closets and build-in 
drawers. 
One bedroom measures 10 8 by 
116. the other being narrower by six \ 
inches. Each room has three win- j 
dows on three sides, and assuring 
good cross ventilation. 
The larger room has a single 
clothes closet; the other room three 
good-sized closets, one of which may 
be cedar lined. A trap door In one 
closet opens to space under the eaves 
where suitcases and travelling bags 
could be stored Both bedrooms also 
have tiers of drawers, flanking the 
front dormer windows, which are 
quite inexpensive in installation but 
invaluable to the housewife as stor­ 
age space for linens, blankets, etc.

SQUABBLEOVER 
AIRFORCE SIZE 
STILL 60ES ON 


Washington, Aug. 31 libsVou can 
get gray hair just trying to keep up 
with the size of the Air Force. 
Should It have 70 groups? Or 48? 
There's been a wrangle over that for 
years. Congress is still see-sawing. 
< A group can be any number of 
planes at any given time, depending 
on several things but mainly their , 
size. 
(Usually, the smaller the size of 
the planes, the more of them in 
a group. There'd be only a few big 
bombers in a group.) 
Start from the beginning so you 
can see how the wheels have gone 
'round and round on this one. 
In 1947 President Truman ap­ 
pointed five civlliaas. called the 
President's Air Policy Commission. 
to study our future air problems. 
On January I, 1948, It reported. 
It said we needed 70 groups by 1952. 
It indicated Russia might be able 
to start an atomic attack by 1953. 
Then Congress set up an air policy 
committee of its own, made up of 
senators and representatives. 
And in the ame year. 1948. they, 
too, came out for a 70-group Air 
Force by 1952. 
But Mr Truman was cool to the 
70-group idea That would cost a 
lot of money when government ex­ 
penses already were high 
In January. 1949. when his Dem 
ocrats controlled Congress, he said 
he thought a 48-group Air Force 
was enough 
«By that time, January, 1949, the 
Air Force had grown to 58 groups 
from the 55 groups it liad had ii* 
1948. With the money Congress gave 
it in 1948 it planned on having 66 
groups this year.) 
With Mr. Truman’s message, the 
Air Force started to trim back to 
48 groups by cutting its force from 
58 to 54. 
Then in tile spring of 1949 the 
House voted $800,000,000 to help 
the Air Force keep building toward 
70 groups. Further, it approved, or 
authorized, the whole 70-group idea 
A at bority Bat No Money 
But the House action alone wasn't 
enough. The Air Force couldn’t get 
the $800,000,000 unless the Senate 
also approved. 
And 
late 
Monday 
the 
Senate 
voted not to let the Air Force have 
the $800,000,000 voted by the House. 
But—the Senate did something 
else which may not make sense to 
I you: 
Although voting not to let the 


Air Force have the $800,000,000 to 
build toward 70 groups, it "author­ 
ized" 70 groups. Just as the House 
had 
But, in Congress, to "authorize 
something without voting the money 
to carry it out Is meaningless, Its 
another ways of the Senate’s saying: 
"We think the 70-group idea is 
good, boys. But we won t give you 
the money to start building toward 
70 groups now M ’ 
Meanwhile, the Air Force itself, 
which now has 54 groups it had 
58 at the start of the year 
has cut 
back its groups to 48
